fourth  try  Tony  Gray  circled 
around  right  end  for  the  touch- 
down. 

BYU’s  BIG  break  came  in  the 
opening  minutes  of  third  quart- 
er. New  Mexico  was  backed  up 
deep  in  their  own  territory.  End 
Fred  Leavitt  stole  the  ball  from 
Wayne  Gosnell  on  the  Wolf- 
pack’s  3. 

But  it  took  the  Cats  four 
downs  to  force  their  way  across 


the  three  yards,  as  the  Lobo  de 
fense  tightened  up  to  prevent 
penetration. 

McFarlane  took  over  the  num- 
ber two  spot  in  conference  rush- 
ers as  he  grounded  out  134 
yards,  making  his  season  total 
at  576  net  yards  gained.  Jackson 
slipped  into  third  place  behind 
McFarlane  with  520  yards.

Bobkittens  Lick  Chops 


After  Whipping  Gatos

An  alert  pass  defense  coupled 
with  a talent-laden  backfield  en- 
abled Montana  State’s  Bobkit- 
tens to  trample  BYU’s  Gatos, 
45-16  in  Cougar  Stadium  Friday. 

The  visitors  jumped  off  to  an 
early  lead  of  12-0  in  the  first 
quarter  and  were  never  headed. 
After  recovering  BYU  quarter- 
back Russ  Felt’s  fumble  on  the 
Y 30-yard  line,  MSC  marched  to 
score  with  the  final  play  being  a 
basketball  pass  from  quarterback 
Harry  Lopsonzski  to  Vosler  for 
six  points. 

The  first  touchdown  seemed  to 
loosen  the  flood  gates  as  the  Bob- 
kittens  capitalized  on  Gato  errors 
to  pour  across  an  avalanche  of 
points.  Taking  over  on  their  own 
42,  the  Northerners,  behind  the 
pinpoint  passing  of  quarterback 
Charles  Springer,  drove  for  a 
second  score  with  the  quarter- 
back driving  across  from  the  one 
to  make  the  score  12-0. 

After  the  start  of  the  second 
quarter,  Lyman  Taylor,  BYU 
wingback,  brought  the  crowd  to 
its  feet  with  a 50-yard  scamper 
to  the  MSC  one-yard  line  to  set 


up  the  first  Gato  score.  Paul  Al- 
len buck^  over  on  the  next  play 
and  the  conversion  pass  from 
Clyde  Pearce  to  Tony  Seymour 
made  the  score  12-8. 

MSC  bounced  back  quickly 
with  Lopsonzski  scoring  after  a 
Kitten  fumble  was  recovered  on 
the  Gato  34-yard  line.  The  score 
then  read  18-8.  Just  before  the 
end  of  the  half  halfback  Bernie 
Costello  intercepted  a Pearce 
pass  for  MSC.  Seconds  later  Lop- 
sonzski hit  Costello  with  a 29- 
yard  aerial  that  was  good  for 
another  six  points.
